Any  persons  appointed  and  serving  under  the  titles  of  Chief  of  Police 
and  Deputy  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive  the  same  fringe 
benefits  as  set  forth  under  the  most  recently  adopted  Superior  Officers 
Association  ("SOA")  contract,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  accrual  of 
vacation  and  sick  time,  but  shall  have  no  entitlement  to  overtime  or 
compensatory  time.   The  same  health  benefits  shall  also  be  provided  subject 
to  the  contribution  requirements  established  pursuant  to  P.L.  2011,  c.78,  as 
required  by  law  when  no  contract  is  in  place.   This  Section  shall  supersede 
Section  3  of  Ordinance  No.  2006-2856  and  shall  be  retroactive  to  the 
expiration  of  the  same  but  for  the  applicability  of  P.L.  2011,  c.78  until  its 
effective  date. 
SECTION  6. Repealer.

TRINITY  HALL,  LLC,  A  NOT-FOR-PROFIT  EDUCATIONAL

WHEREAS,  the  Township  of  Middletown  ("the  Township")  is  the  owner  of 
the  Croydon  Hall  School  Building  located  at  872  Leonardville  Road,  Middletown, 
New  Jersey  listed  on  the  Township's  official  tax  map  as  Block  682,  Lot  4  ("the 
Property");  and 

WHEREAS,  Trinity  Hall,  LLC,  a  qualified  §  501(c)(3)  domestic  not-for-profit 
New  Jersey  limited  liability  company  ("Trinity  Hall"),  having  a  current  address  of 
Post  Office  Box  356,  Red  Bank,  New  Jersey  07701,  expressed  interest  in 
temporarily  leasing  space  from  the  Township  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  new 
educational  institution  in  Middletown  while  it  seeks  a  permanent  location  for  its 
school  building;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Township  determined  that  the  Croydon  Hall  School 
Building  that  previously  served  such  purposes  is  not  currently  necessary  for  any 
public  purpose  so  that  it  could  be  temporarily  leased  while  helping  provide 
additional  funding  to  the  Township's  dedicated  Open  Space  Trust  Fund  and 
resulting  in  certain  capital  improvements  being  made  to  the  building;  and 


WHEREAS,  N.J.S.A.  40A:12-14(c)  permits  such  lease  arrangements  with 
not-for-profit  organizations  when  a  public  benefit  is  derived  from  the  same,  which 
exists  in  this  instance  by  expanding  educational  opportunities  in  the  community 
while  also  providing  much  needed  funding  for  open  space  and  recreational  purposes, 
and  resulting  in  certain  capital  improvements  being  made  to  the  building. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Township  Committee  of 
the  Township  of  Middletown  in  the  County  of  Monmouth,  State  of  New  Jersey,  as 
follows: 

SECTION  1.  The  Croydon  Hall  School  Building  consisting  of 

approximately  11,250  square  feet  as  described  in  Schedule  A  located  at  872 
Leonardville  Road,  Middletown,  New  Jersey  listed  on  the  Township's  official  tax 
map  as  Block  682,  Lot  4  shall  be  leased  to  Trinity  Hall,  a  not-for-profit  organization, 
pursuant  to  N.J.SA.  40A:12-14(c)  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Lease 
Agreement  in  Schedule  B  which  is  made  part  hereof. 

SECTION  2.  The  aggregate  lease  payment  of  $281,250.00  to  be  paid 

under  the  Lease  Agreement  for  a  term  of  thirty  (30)  months  shall  be  dedicated 
solely  to  the  Township's  Open  Space  Trust  Fund,  in  addition  to  fees  generated  and 
dedicated  for  recreational  purposes  derived  from  the  increased  utilization  of 
Adjacent  Areas  during  the  lease  term  under  the  Township's  recreational  fee 
ordinance. 

SECTION  3.  It  is  understood  that  the  Lease  Agreement  is  subject  to 

applicable  New  Jersey  law  concerning  disposition  of  municipal  real  estate  to  non- 


profit  entities  to  be  utilized  for  acceptable  public  purposes  and  benefits  pursuant  to 
N.J.S.A.  40A:12-14(c)  as  well  as  Green  Acres  rules  and  regulations  for  such 
temporary  use. 

SECTION  4.  The  lease  is  made  subject  to  all  applicable  laws  and 

ordinances  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  and  the  Township  of  Middletown. 

SECTION  5.  If  any  section  or  provision  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  held 

invalid  in  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  same  shall  not  affect  the  other 
sections  or  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  except  so  far  as  the  section  or  provision  so 
declared  invalid  shall  be  inseparable  from  the  remainder  or  any  portion  thereof. 

SECTION  6.  All  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances  which  are 

inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  inconsistency. 

SECTION  7.  The  Mayor,  Township  Administrator,  Township  Clerk, 

Township  Attorney  and  Chief  Financial  Officer  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  all 
documents  necessary  for  the  lease  of  the  Property  listed  herein,  including  but  not 
limited  to  executing  all  necessary  and  proper  agreements,  forms,  affidavits, 
applications  and  related  documents,  as  needed. 

SECTION  8.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately  after  final

Fair  Share  Plan  is  the  "Scattered  Sites"  program  by  which  affordable  homes 
as  defined  and  governed  by  COAH  rules  are  built  and  provided  on  lots 
provided  by  the  Township;  and 

WHEREAS,  said  Housing  Element  and  Fair  Share  Plan  was  granted 
Substantive  Certification  by  COAH  on  October  14,  2009;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Township  retains  title  ownership  to  Block  869,  Lot 
71.01  which  is  suitable  for  this  "Scattered  Sites"  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Township  wishes  to  enter  into  a  Developer's 
Agreement  with  Housing  and  United  Services,  Inc.,  ("HUS")  a  not-for-profit 
and/or  a  responsible  owner  entity  to  be  formed  at  future  date,  to  facilitate  the 
construction  on  said  lot  of  a  four -bedroom  licensed  qualified  supportive 
housing  units,  as  defined  in  N.J.A.C.  5:97-6.10,  with  supportive  housing 
facilities  and  services  for  blind  or  disabled  adults,  who  qualify  as  very  low 
income  households;  and 


WHEREAS,  the  Township  anticipates  that  construction  of  said 
supportive  housing  units  will  receive  eight  (8)  credits  towards  its  prior  round 
affordable  housing  obligation  through  the  construction  of  said  supportive 
homes,  i.e.,  four  (4)  bedroom  credits  as  well  as  four  (4)  rental  bonus  credits  at 
this  site;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  Ordinance  intends  to  authorize  the  conveyance  of 
Block  869,  Lot  71.01,  which  is  not  needed  for  any  other  public  purposes,  to 
HUS  and/or  a  responsible  not-for-profit  owner  entity  to  be  formed  at  future 
date,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  four -bedroom  licensed  qualified 
supportive  housing  units  as  part  of  the  Township's  Fair  Share  Housing  Plan. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Township 
Committee  of  the  Township  of  Middletown  in  the  County  of  Monmouth,  State 
of  New  Jersey  that  the  Mayor  and  Township  Attorney  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  execute  a  Developer's  Agreements  and  contracts  to  convey 
Block  869,  Lot  71.01  to  HUS  and/or  a  responsible  not-for-profit  owner  entity 
to  be  formed  at  future  date,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  four-bedroom 
licensed  and  qualified  supportive  housing  units,  as  defined  in  N.J.A.C.  5:97- 
6.10,  with  supportive  housing  facilities  and  services  for  blind  or  disabled 
adults,  who  qualify  as  very  low  income  households. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED  that  all  Agreements  set  forth  herein 
are  subject  to  the  final  approval  of  the  Mayor,  Township  Administrator  and 
Township  Attorney. 


BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED  that  the  Mayor,  Township  Attorney,

701,  Lot  3  and  Block  724,  Lot  1)  that  were  determined  under  Ordinance  No. 
2009-2991  to  be  suitable  for  the  Township's  Scattered  Sites  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  title  issues  were  discovered  in  relation  to  Block  701,  Lot  3 
that  could  not  be  resolved  in  a  timely  enough  fashion  to  meet  certain  HUD 
deadlines  for  its  conveyance  and  assumption  of  site  control  by  the  project 
sponsor,  therefore,  requiring  an  amendment  to  Ordinance  No.  2009-2991  to 
remove  Block  701,  Lot  3  from  this  transaction;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Township  wishes  to  amend  its  Developer's  Agreement 
with  Housing  and  United  Services,  Inc.,  ("HUS")  a  not-for-profit  and/or  a 
responsible  owner  entity  to  be  formed  at  future  date,  to  facilitate  the 
construction  of  Block  724,  Lot  1,  which  is  unencumbered  along  with  another 
site  being  authorized  simultaneously  with  this  amendment  pursuant  to 
Ordinance  No.  2013-3077,  said  lots  consisting  in  the  aggregate  of  two,  four- 
bedroom,  licensed  qualified  supportive  housing  units,  as  defined  in  N.J.A.C. 
5:97-6.10,  with  supportive  housing  facilities  and  services  for  blind  or  disabled 
adults,  who  qualify  as  very  low  income  households;  and 


WHEREAS,  the  Township  anticipates  that  construction  of  said 
supportive  housing  units  upon  Block  724,  Lot  1  will  receive  eight  (8)  credits 
towards  its  prior  round  affordable  housing  obligation  through  the 
construction  of  said  supportive  homes,  i.e.,  four  (4)  bedroom  credits  as  well  as 
four  (4)  rental  bonus  credits;  and

and/or  a  responsible  not-for-profit  owner  entity  to  be  formed  at  future  date, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  four-bedroom  licensed  qualified  supportive 
housing  units  as  part  of  the  Township's  Fair  Share  Housing  Plan. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Township 
Committee  of  the  Township  of  Middletown  in  the  County  of  Monmouth,  State 
of  New  Jersey  that  the  Mayor  and  Township  Attorney  are  hereby  authorized 
to  execute  Developer's  Agreements  and  contract  to  convey  Block  724,  Lot  1  to 
HUS  and/or  a  responsible  not-for-profit  owner  entity  to  be  formed  at  future 
date,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  four-bedroom  licensed  and  qualified 
supportive  housing  units,  as  defined  in  N.J.A.C.  5:97-6.10,  with  supportive 
housing  facilities  and  services  for  blind  or  disabled  adults,  who  qualify  as 
very  low  income  households. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED  that  all  Agreements  set  forth  herein 
are  subject  to  the  final  approval  of  the  Mayor,  Township  Administrator  and 
Township  Attorney. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED  that  the  Mayor,  Township  Attorney, 
Township  Administrator  and  all  other  necessary  Township  officials  are 
authorized  to  execute  the  necessary  Deed,  Affidavit  of  Title,  Limited  Power  of 
Attorney,  Developer's  Agreement,  and  other  forms  or  documents,  in  a  form 
approved  by  the  Township  Attorney,  to  perfect  and  finalize  the  conveyance  of 
Block  724,  Lot  1  to  Housing  and  United  Services,  Inc.,  a  not-for-profit  entity 
and/or  their  responsible  partner  to  be  approved  by  the  Township,  for  $1  as 
part  of  the  Township's  Fair  Share  Plan  and  Scattered  Sites  program.

AN  ORDINANCE  OF  THE  TOWNSHIP  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 

TOWNSHIP  OF  MIDDLETOWN,  COUNTY  OF  MONMOUTH 

AMENDING  CHAPTER  16,  PLANNING  AND  DEVELOPMENT  REGULATIONS 

WHEREAS,  the  Township  of  Middletown's  Planning  and  Development  regulations 
include  standards  that  control  the  location,  scale  and  type  of  land  uses  within  the  Township;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  October  27,  2004,  the  Township  of  Middletown  Planning  Board  adopted 
a  Comprehensive  Master  Plan,  and  said  Master  Plan  was  reaffirmed  and  readopted  by  the 
Planning  Board  on  October  1,  2008,  and  thereafter  updated  on  July  15,  2009  and  September  22, 
2011; and 

WHEREAS,  the  Middletown  Township  Committee  routinely  reviews  various  zoning 
standards  and  development  regulations  in  order  to  properly  address  emerging  land  use  issues  and 
to  further  the  purpose  and  intent  of  the  Township's  Planning  and  Development  Regulations  and 
Zoning  Ordinance;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  ("FEMA")  has  been  in  the 
process  of  revising  flood  maps  and  requirements  for  flood  insurance  that  will  impact  a  large 
number  of  residences  in  the  Township  of  Middletown;  and 

WHEREAS,  as  a  result  of  "Superstorm"  Sandy,  which  struck  the  East  Coast  of  the 
United  States  including  the  Township  of  Middletown,  FEMA  has  released  advisory  maps  which 
impact  areas  and  properties  that  will  be  included  in  flood  zones  which  will  be  required  to  obtain 
flood  insurance  and  the  cost  of  said  insurance  will  likely  be  increasing;  and 

WHEREAS,  as  a  result  of  the  impact  of  FEMA's  advisory  maps,  many  citizens  and 
properties  in  the  Township  will  be  impacted;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  accordance  section  40:55D-62  of  the  Municipal  Land  Use  Law,  the 
Middletown  Township  Committee  is  charged  with  adopting  zoning  standards  ordinances  relating 
to  the  nature  and  extent  of  uses  of  the  land  and  of  buildings  and  structures  thereon  in  order  to 
protect  the  general  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  public. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  that  Chapter  16  of  the  Township  of 
Middletown  Planning  and  Development  Regulations  are  hereby  amended  as  follows  (additional 
regulations  or  amended  text  is  indicated  in  bold  underline  type;  deleted  text  is  shown  in 
strike  through  type.): 


SECTION  1: 

16-203  DEFINITIONS 

Advisory  Base  Flood  Elevation  (ABFE)  means  the  elevation  shown  on  a  community's 
Advisory  Flood  Hazard  Map  that  indicates  the  advisory  Stillwater  elevation  plus  wave 
effect  (ABFE  =  SWEL  +  wave  effect)  resulting  from  a  flood  that  has  a  1-percent  or  greater 
chance  of  being  equaled  or  exceeded  in  any  given  year. 

Advisory  Flood  Hazard  Area  (AFHA)  means  the  land  in  the  floodplain  within  a  community 
subject  to  flooding  from  the  1%  annual  chance  event  depicted  on  the  Advisory  Flood 
Hazard  Map. 

Advisory  Flood  Hazard  Map  means  the  official  map  on  which  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Administration  has  delineated  the  areas  of  advisory  flood  hazards  applicable 
to  the  community. 

SECTION  2 

16-527  FLOODPLAIN  MANAGEMENT. 

A.  Definitions.  Certain  words,  phrases  and  terms  in  this  section  are  defined  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  Federal  Insurance  administration,  National 
Flood  Insurance  Program,  for  the  purposes  of  this  section  and  are  contained  in  Section  16-203, 
Definitions,  of  this  Chapter  as  follows.  Unless  specifically  defined  below,  words  or  phrases  used 
in  this  chapter  be  interpreted  so  as  to  give  them  the  meaning  they  have  in  common  usage  and  to 
give  this  chapter  its  most  reasonable  application.

F.  Residential  Construction. 

1.  New  construction  or  substantial  improvement  of  any  residential  structure  shall 
have  the  lowest  floor,  including  basement,  together  with  the  attendant  utilities  and  sanitary 
facilities  elevated  no  lower  than  1  foot  above  the  base  flood  elevation  to  at  least  1  foot  above 
the  base  flood  elevation  or  advisory  base  flood  elevation,  whichever  is  more  restrictive. 

2.  Within  any  AO  zone  on  the  municipalities'  FIRM  that  all  new  construction  and 
substantial  improvement  of  any  residential  structure  shall  have  the  lowest  floor,  including 
basement,  elevated  above  the  highest  adjacent  grade  at  least  as  high  as  the  depth  number 
specified  in  feet  (at  least  two  (2')  feet  if  no  depth  number  is  specified),  or  to  at  least  1  foot 
above  the  base  flood  elevation  or  advisory  base  flood  elevation,  whichever  is  more 
restrictive.  And,  require  adequate  drainage  paths  around  structures  on  slopes  to  guide 
floodwaters  around  and  away  from  proposed  structures. 

H.         Nonresidential  Construction. 

1.  In   an   area  of  Special  Flood   Hazard,   all   new   construction   and   substantial 

improvement  of  any  commercial,  industrial  or  other  nonresidential  structure  shall: 

a.  Either  have  the  lowest  floor,  including  basement,  elevated  to  the  level  of 
the  base  flood  elevation  or  advisory  base  flood  elevation,  whichever  is  more 
restrictive;  or  together  with  the  attendant  utilities  and  sanitary  facilities,  and 

b.  Within  any  AO  zone  on  the  municipality's  DFIRM  to  have  the  lowest 
floor,  including  basement,  elevated  above  the  highest  adjacent  grade  at  least  as  high  as 
the  depth  number  specified  in  feet  (at  least  two  (2')  feet  if  no  depth  number  is  specified), 
or  advisory  base  flood  elevation,  whichever  is  more  restrictive,  and  require  adequate 
drainage  paths  around  structures  on  slopes  to  guide  floodwaters  around  and  away  from 
proposed  structures; 

or 


a.  Be  floodproofed  so  that  below  the  base  flood  level  or  advisory  base  flood 

elevation   (whichever  is   more   restrictive)   the   structure  is   watertight  with  walls 
substantially  impermeable  to  the  passage  of  water; 

I.  Manufactured  Homes. 

2.  All  manufactured  homes  to  be  placed  or  substantially  improved  within  an  area  of 

special  flood  hazard  shall  be  elevated  on  a  permanent  foundation  such  that  the  top  of  the  lowest 
floor  is  elevated  no  lower  than  1  foot  above  the  base  flood  elevation  to  at  least  1  foot  above  the 
base  flood  elevation  or  advisory  base  flood  elevation,  whichever  is  more  restrictive. 

L.         Coastal  High  Hazard  Area. 

2.  Construction  Methods, 

a.  Elevation. 

All  buildings  or  structures  shall  be  elevated  on  piling  or  columns  so  that 
the  bottom  of  the  lowest  portion  of  the  horizontal  structural  members  of  the  lowest  floor 
(excluding  the  piling  or  columns)  elevated  no  lower  than  1  foot  above  the  base  flood 
level  to  at  least  1  foot  above  the  base  flood  elevation  or  advisory  base  flood  elevation, 
whichever  is  more  restrictive,  with  all  space  below  the  lowest  floor's  supporting 
member  open  so  as  not  to  impede  the  flow  of  water,  except  for  breakaway  walls  as 
provided  for  in  this  Section  1 6-527. L.2.d. 

M.        Design  Waivers. 

1 .  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  hear  and  decide  appeals  when  it  is  alleged  there  is 

an  error  in  any  requirement,  decision,  or  determination  made  by  the  Zoning  Officer 
Administrative  Officer  (Construction  Official  )in  the  enforcement  or  administration  of  this 
Ordinance. 

5.  The  Zoning  Officer  Construction  Official  shall  maintain  the  records  of  all  appeal 

actions,  including  technical  information,  and  report  any  variances  to  the  Federal  Insurance 
Administration  upon  request. 

SECTION  3 

16-901. A.5.a.l  AREAS  OF  SPECIAL  FLOOD  HAZARD  MAP 

(c)  Advisory  Base  Flood  Elevations  and  Advisory  Flood  Hazard  Maps 
dated  December  12,  2012.  These  documents  shall  take  precedence  over 
previous  panels  and  FIS  in  construction  and  development  regulations  only. 
Where  the  Special  Flood  Hazard  Area  (SFHA)  and  the  Advisory  Flood 
Hazard  Area  (AFHA)  maps  conflict  or  overlap,  whichever  imposes  the  more 
stringent  requirement  shall  prevail. 

SECTION  4 

16-940  AREAS  OF  SPECIAL  FLOOD  HAZARD. 

E.         Floodplain  Encroachment  Permit  Required. 


1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  7  (Section  16-709)  of  this  Chapter,  no  person 
shall  hereafter  engage  or  cause  other  persons  to  engage  in  any  development  or  regulated  use  in 
an  area  of  special  flood  hazard  as  defined  herein  unless  and  until  such  person  shall  have  applied 
for  and  received  from  the  Administrative  Officer  (Zoning  Officer  Construction  Official)  a 
floodplain  encroachment  permit. 

2.  Where  a  lot,  tract,  or  parcel  is  proposed  for  development  and  a  portion  of  said  lot, 
tract,  or  parcel  lies  within  a  special  flood  hazard  area,  a  development  permit  may  be  issued 
without  the  prior  approval  and  issuance  of  a  floodplain  encroachment  permit  provided  said 
development  does  not  in  any  way  during  or  as  a  result  of  construction  or  development  disturb  the 
natural  condition  of  or  encroach  upon  the  special  flood  hazard  area  and/or  result  in  any  man- 
made  change  to  the  special  flood  hazard  area  including  the  placement  therein  of  buildings  or 
structures  or  mining,  dredging,  filling,  grading,  paving,  excavation,  or  drilling;  and  provided 
moreover  that  said  development  does  not  require  site  plan,  subdivision,  or  conditional  use 
approval  nor  require  the  issuance  of  any  variance.  The  Administrative  Officer  (Zoning  Officer 
Construction  Official)  may  require  such  information  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  development 
permit  and  impose  such  conditions  to  assure  that  the  development  does  not  disturb  or  encroach 
upon  the  special  flood  hazard  area. 

3.  Minor  uses  or  activities  within  a  special  flood  hazard  area,  such  as  but  not  limited 
to  gardens,  flower  beds,  open  fences,  temporary  plan  equipment,  lawn  furniture  or  the  removal  of 
dead  or  diseased  trees,  which  are  accessory  to  and  normally  associated  with  the  enjoyment  of  a 
single-  or  two-  family  dwelling  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Administrative  Officer  (Zoning 
Officer  Construction  Official)  do  not  alter  or  increase  the  flood  hazard  do  not  require  a 
floodplain  encroachment  permit. 

F.  It  shall  be  the  duty  and  responsibility  of  the  Administrative  Officer  (Zoning  Officer 

Construction  Official)  to  issue  or  deny  an  application  for  a  floodplain  encroachment  permit 
after  consultation  with  the  Township  Engineer  and  the  Construction  Official  Zoning  Officer  in 
accordance  with  the  following: 

3.  When   base   flood   elevation   and   floodway   data  has   not  been   provided   in 

accordance  with  Section  16-901. A5. a.  1  and  16-901. A5.  a.2,  then  the  Administrative  Officer 
(Zoning  Officer  Construction  Official)  shall  obtain  review,  and  reasonably  utilize  any  base 
flood  elevation  and  floodway  data  available  from  a  Federal,  State  or  other  source,  in  order  to 
administer  Sections  1 6-527. F  and  16-527.H. 

13.  For  any  development  application  involving  a  regulated  use  and  for  which 
approval  of  a  subdivision,  site  plan,  conditional  use,  or  a  variance  is  required,  the  Administrative 
Officer  (Zoning  Officer  Construction  Official)  shall  refer  said  application  to  the  Planning  Board 
or  Zoning  Board  for  review  and  approval,  approval  with  conditions,  or  denial  for  the  floodplain 
encroachment  permit  in  accordance  with  Section  16-940J. 

H.  Application  Procedures.  Where  an  application  for  development  is  classified  as  a  regulated 
use  within  a  flood  hazard  area,  the  applicant  shall  submit  for  a  floodplain  encroachment  permit 
the  following  to  the  Administrative  Officer  (Zoning  Officer  Construction  Official): 

3.  Distribution.  The  Administrative  Officer  (Zoning  Officer  Construction  Official) 

shall  distribute  the  application  form  and  plans  as  follows: 

a.  One     (1)     copy     Construction — Official     Emergency     Management 

Coordinator 


4.  Declaration  of  Completeness  of  Submission  of  Additional  Information.  Within 

thirty  (30)  days  of  its  submission,  the  Administrative  Officer  (Zoning  Officer  Construction 
Official)  shall  take  action  on  an  application  for  a  floodplain  encroachment  application.  Such 
action  may  approve,  deny,  or  declare  incomplete  said  application  or  notify  the  applicant  that  the 
development  requires  approval  by  the  Planning  Board  or  Zoning  Board.  The  applicant  shall  be 
notified  in  writing  of  the  action  taken.  If  the  application  is  incomplete  the  applicant  shall  be 
notified  of  the  additional  items  or  information  required  to  complete  the  application.  Failure  of  the 
applicant  to  furnish  such  information  within  twenty  (20)  days  of  being  so  notified  will  result  in 
denial  of  the  application.  The  Administrative  Officer  (Zoning  Officer  Construction  Official) 
shall  not  issue  a  floodplain  encroachment  permit  unless  a  favorable  report  has  been  issued  by  the 
Township  Engineer's  office  and  any  required  prior  approval  of  the  Planning  Board  or  Board  of 
Adjustment  has  been  granted. 

M.  Revocation  of  Floodplain  Encroachment  Permits.  Floodplain  encroachment  permits  may 
be  revoked  by  the  Municipal  Agency  or  Administrative  Officer  (Zoning  Officer  Construction 
Official)  for  any  violation  of  these  regulations  or  for  violations  of  any  permit  conditions. 
Continuation  of  the  use  or  activity  subsequent  to  revocation  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  this 
Chapter. 

SECTION  5 

Should  any  section  or  provision  within  this  ordinance  be  found  to  be  illegal  or  unconstitutional 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  finding  shall  have  no  effect  on  any  of  the  remaining 
sections  or  provisions.
